DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 43-102 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that a liquid 
crystal display device comprising a combination of various elements as claimed more 
specifically, a liquid crystal layer interposed between the first substrate and the second substrate, 
wherein long axes of liquid crystal molecules in the liquid crystal layer are kept parallel with a 
surface of the first substrate both when driving the liquid crystal display device using the thin 
film transistor and when not using the thin film transistor to drive the liquid crystal display 
device as set forth in claims 43, 47, 51, 55, 59, 64, 69, 74, 79, 83, 87, 91, 95 and 99.
